The Navarro County Historical Society, 


says

secretary, wrote on Feb. 27 this year to the 
Bicentennial committee unit planning the 
Freedom Train's itinerary in its two years 
of projected travel. 


"We wrote and asked that the train be 


placed on the schedule to come through, 
and stop in Corsicana, pointing out that if it 
did, we could involve 16 counties, bringing 
people from rural areas here to see this 
historic train," reports Mrs. Putman. 


Mrs. Putman says she thinks you have a

receiving any portion of funds "collected". 


"I haven't heard, nor read, anything 


about any charge being made to visit the 
Freedom Train wherever it stops. This 
might deprive too many people of an op- 
portunity to see it; therefore, I hardly 
think any admission charge will be made."

$240,219; grants other than federal student 
financial aid — $1,607 and $327,426; 


Spring enrollment — 911 and 1,469.

Far below the top one-third mark? One was 
159th in the class; another was 167th, and 
none was above number 130 in the class. 


Were the recipients questioned about 


their college plans? We understand that 
there are several students who plan to go 
two years for a secretarial degree and then 
get married. 


Were the number of unexcused absences 


held by some of the recipients checked 
Into? 


CHS Principal Mark Culwell says the 


figures of 159 and 167 you quoted are 
"completely incorrect." He said Friday, 
"We haven't even announced the class 
standings yet, so how could anyone quote 
figures?" 


Five students who were not in the upper 


one-third of the graduating class received 
Collins scholarships. They were asked to 
attend a junior college for two years, after 
which their grades would be reviewed. 


None of the five ranked below No. 122 in 


the graduating class, which totaled 282 or 
283 students, Culwell said. 


Board President Maco Stewart says 


that, "They were all within a point or two 
of the upper third." 


Culwell explains: Grade point averages 


are carried out to five decimal places, 
which is a "pretty fine line." In fact, 32 
students were within less than half of a 
merit point's average of each other in the 
rankings, "so we're not talking of vast 
discrepancies or differences in averages." 


Culwell says that merit point averages, 


not academic averages, are used in 
determining the top one-third. So a person 
in Phase Three who made a 90 in a class 
didn't get as many merit points as 
someone who made a 90 in Phase One. 


"As to the unexcused absences," Culwell 


said, "I don't see why that would be in- 
vestigated, 
since someone with an 


unexcused absence gets a zero for the day. 
That would certainly affect the average." 


Stewart says, "It says in the policy that 


Collins Scholarship recipients must make 
satisfactory progress toward a four-year 
degree, so secretarial school would not be 
acceptable."

Lindsey says students, taxpayers cheated 
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says

"The schoolchildren of the state of Texas are being cheated," 


Corsicana school superintendent Joe Lindsey told the Sun today, 
"and the local taxpayers are being cheated as well.'' 


Lindsey was commenting on the new school financing bill 


passed yesterday afternoon by the State Legislature. A school 
principal and a teacher were also contacted for comment. 


The new bill has gone to the Governor's office for signature. It 


calls for a pay raise for teachers of $1,400 per year, making the 
base pay for teachers with no experience $8,000 per year. 


The $653.5 million bill calls for increased state support to the 


school districts, but also calls for increased local taxes, adding 
that "no district will be forced to pay more than twice what it 
.paid the current school year," according to an Associated Press 
dispatch. 


"The schoolchildren of the state of Texas are being cheated," 


Joe Lindsey, CISD superintendent, said. "And the local tax- 
payers are being cheated as well. 


"We simply can't stand any more local taxes," Lindsey said, 


"and I don't believe we could possibly pay twice what we paid 
this year. 


"The members of the Legislature should work and study this 


problem. This is not solving a thing; it's just putting a bigger 
burden on the local taxpayer. For one example, why not put a 
severance tax on minerals in the state of Texas? We're the 
Number One oil-producing state in the nation, and have been for 
50 years. This wouldn't put a burden on the taxpayers." 


Lindsey added that "this is just one means of getting the 


necessary money. There are many other ways that can be 
considered, and the Legislature has not done this." 


He fears that the courts will be called in to settle the case. "I 


don't see this as a good means of settling the issue, but it may 
come to that," he said. 


Will the teachers be happy about the $1,400 raise? "I think the 


I 


teachers will probably be happy," he said, "but I think we're 
going to have a less than adequate program in the schools. And I 
don't think the taxpayers are going to be happy. We can't stand 
any more local taxes. 


"When you have to cut your budget to keep from raising local 


taxes, then something's suffering." 


Corsicana High School principal Mark Culwell, however, said 


that he felt the bill was not too bad. "It's more or less what we 
expected," he said. "We figured we (the local districts) would 
have to trim something off the school programs in order to meet 
the increased salaries of teachers if this bill passed. 


"But I've always been a 'schoolteacher' man myself. I'd 


rather see a teacher get a decent salary and cut out some of the 
gadgets we're using. 


"The most important thing to have in a school is not facilities, 


not gimmicks, not programs, but good teachers. They make all 
the difference. If we have to cut the budget, we'll just do what we 
have to do." 


Mrs. Marianne Anderson, CHS teacher, said that "Naturally, 


we teachers are going to be happy about the pay raise, but we 
were hoping there would be more reform in school funding. We 
were hoping that the Legislature would find a way to take some 
of the burden off the local taxpayers." 


She said that she had been disturbed by some of the 


legislators' comments in newspapers recently. "They kept 
saying things such as, 'We hoped we would have enough money 
left over for the school funding, and now it looks as if we will.' 


"What kind of shape would we be in if we tried to run a 


household that way? How would it be if we brought tickets to all 
the shows in Dallas we wanted to see, and then looked to see if 
there was anything 'left over1 to buy groceries?" Efforts to 
reach officers in the Classroom Teachers' Association, school 
board chairman Maco Stewart, and assistant superintendent in 
charge of business affairs Euin Frank were unsuccessful. - -

American Motors car catches buying public's fancy 


DETROIT (AP) - They had 


been meeting for six months, 
off 
and 
on, 
beginning in 


January 1971. Product boss 
Gerry Meyers ordered his styl- 
ists to come up with something 
"entirely different." 


Something, he said, 
that 


would carry American Motors 
into the 1980s. 


Time after time he rejected 


their ideas. "Too much of a 
'Me Too' attitude," he said. 
Now it was June and he had set 
a deadline. 


Dick Teague, a 52-year-old 


vice 
president 
for 
styling 


picked up a scratch pad and 
sketched in quick short strokes. 


"I think it could look like 


this," he said tentatively. It 
looked like a bathtub upside 
down and fixed to a set of 
wheels. 


"You're 
absolutely right," 


said Meyers. "That's it. That's 
what we want." 


And American Motors Corp. 


set about designing and build- 
ing a car from the outside in. 


Almost four years later a gas 


station attendant looked quizzi- 
cally as a car resembling Dick 
Teague's doodle pulled up to 
the pump. He flipped up the 
hood, searched for the oil dip 
stick and shook his head. "It's 
strange, man. Never seen an 
American car like it." 


Pacer has been called the ug- 


liest car ever built and it's 
been called a daring first at- 
tempt to marry the big roomy 
car and the need for a small 
fuel-frugal urban vehicle. Some 
say it's the first radical design 
change since Ford's 1964 Mus- 
tang, and some say it will nev- 
er force a change in Big Three 
car lines. Time will tell. 


"This is history," says Arvid 


Jouppi, a Detroit Financial 
analyst. "More than any other 
car in this year of small car 
mania, the Pacer will establish 
a size trend." 


The Pacer's statistics make it 


difficult to compare. It's small, 
wide, wallowing in glass. It's 
shorter than a Vega, but in 
width, 
height 
and 
interior 


space, it has the dimensions of 
an intermediate Chevelle. 


The Pacer's fuel economy — 


18 mpg in the city and 24 mpg 
on the highway, according to 
the government — is in the 
compact range. Its $3,300 base 
price is competitive with com- 
pacts. But with options, the av- 
erage price runs to about 
$4,550. 


Styling is what makes it 


seem so different. Its curved 


- shape begins at the lower body 


and flows up to the roof. The 
hood and rear slope down 
sharply, like a VW Beetle. 


Most important for the men 


who met that day in 1971, the 
Pacer is a hit in the market 
place. Sales in March and April 
were 22,300, about 40 per cent 
of AMC's total deliveries in the 
two months. 


That kind of volume isn't too 


impressive for giants like Gen- 
eral Motors and Ford, which 
through massive dealer organ- 
izations sold 40,400 Novas and 
36,000 Pintos, respectively, in 
March and April. 


But for AMC, which fights 


each year to retain its 4 to 5 
per cent share of the domestic 
market, the early Pacer' sales 
are impressive. 


AMC's market share this 


March and April was 5.4 per 
cent, compared with 5.1 per 
cent in the same two months 
last year. 


Officials at General Motors 


and Ford concede in interviews 
that the Pacer is a winner, but 
not necessarily a trend setter. 
"It's fine for AMC," says an 
old hand at Ford. "They need a 
different car to be noticed. But 
it's too big a risk for a com- 
pany like Ford." 


For AMC, the Pacer is a 


carefully calculated strategy of 
survival for a company that 
lost a record $47.8 million in 
the first quarter of 1975 and $60 
million 
from 
July through 


March. 


At $60 million in development 


costs, the Pacer was a major 
gamble. It was conceived after 
AMC's top planners decided to 
phase out big cars because the 
company could not compete 
with GM in that field. 


The situation was much like

the mid-1950s, when AMC was 
foundering. Its main products 
were the big Nash and Hudson. 
Neither was selling. 


In 1958, under George Rom- 


ney, the firm began to zero in 
on the small car market, debut- 
ing the Rambler and the little 
Rambler American. Sales hit 
record levels through the early 
1960s.' 


But with Romney gone in 


1962, AMC turned away from 
small cars and concentrated on 
improving big-car performance. 
Sales plummeted and dragged 


for the rest of the decade. 


Chairman Roy Chapin and 


President William Luneburg ar- 
rived in 1968, and AMC re- 
turned to the small car market. 
The Gremlin and the Hornet 
are the principal entries in this 
field. 


The decision to return to 


small cars pulled AMC out of 
deep financial trouble, and the 
Pacer 
might 
preserve 
its 


health. AMC has made money 
since 1971. Earnings were $44.5 
million in 1973 and $27.5 million 
last year, despite losses that 


began in the third quarter. 


Most companies begin work 


on a new car with a notion of 
the market for which it will be 
tailored. AMC, which only knew 
it wanted something different, 
began with far-flung ideas. 


"First there was the luxury 


car. We would build the classic 
luxury car," said Meyers, a 
tall, reflective 47-year-old. 


"Then there was the safety 
"The most far out idea was 


the modular car. We'd sell a 
basic vehicle with add-ons for 
wagons, trucks, 
recreational 


vehicles. Sort of a do-it-yourself 
car." 


The final concept was the ur- 


ban car. 


"We wanted something du- 


rable, lasting, that fits the so- 
cial scene for the next 10 
years," Meyers added. "To 
cope with urban corridors, with 
pollution, dirt, noise and dis- 
comfort. 


"But we also wanted a lot of 


room on the inside." 


Under Teague's guidance, 


AMC used a highly unorthodox 
approach in designing the car, 


beginning with the shape and 
trying to figure out how to 
package the components inside. 


By October 1971, the first 


clay model, code-named Amigo, 
was built. In 1972, a fiberglass 
model was built for a consumer 
clinic in Atlanta. The lines 
were smoothed considerably in 
1973 for a second fiberglass 
model shown in Dallas. 


"I'd say 95 per cent of it was 


there at Dallas," Teague said. 


The Pacer is Teague's per- 


sonal trademark: 


"I'm a practical sort. When 


I'm working I have in mind a 
car that I want to drive," he 
said. "I've always liked a lot of 
glass, and any design subject 
will live longer with flowing 
lines than with a boxy, cubistic 
shape." 


AMC wanted to sell between 


100,000 and 250,000 Pacers a 
year-large volume for AMC. 


"So we looked at people the 


way they see themselves, not 
the way business 
looks at 


them," explained Meyer. 


"Young people always have 


different sets of values, but this 


time dramatically. If the 1960s 
taught us anything, we knew 
things were different. We had 
just been through something of 
a minor revolution — the riots, 
the war, the killing... 


"Nothing was the same any- 


more — religion, morals, sex, 
politics. It was all different. 
People no longer measure stat- 
us by the size of your car's 
wheelbase. 


"In the final analysis looks 


are terribly important. But not 
the look of affluence, the look 
of taste."

Jury to decide 


punishment in 


Halloween death 


HOUSTON (AP) - A jury 


will decide punishment today 
for "the man who ruined Hal- 
loween," Ronald C. O'Bryan, a 
Houston optician convicted of 
capital murder Tuesday in the 
trick or treat candy poisoning 
of his eight-year-old son. 


The 10-man, two woman jury 


deliberated only 46 minutes be- 
fore arriving at the guilty ver- 
dict and will hear testimony 
and arguments today before de- 
liberating on punishment. The 
state is asking for the death 
penalty. 


In closing arguments Tues- 


day, assistant district attorney 
Mike Hinton said 
O'Bryan 


"should be damned for what he 
did"—not only for killing his 


son, but for triggering "terror 
and suspicion" in residential 
neighborhoods. 


Defense 
attorney 
Richard 


Harrison said the state never 
proved O'Bryan actually bought 
cyanide and poisoned the candy 
with it. 


O'Bryan, 30, is known to 


many Houston school children 
as "the man who ruined Hal- 
loween." 


He was convicted of giving 


his son, Timothy, a cyanide- 
laced candy which O'Bryan 
claimed he received during a 
trick or treat outing. 


He is also indicted on one 


count of attempted capital mur- 
der and three counts of murder 
in the distribution of poisoned 


candies to his daughter and to 
three other children. 


Timothy O'Bryan's death sent 


shock waves through Houston 
suburban neighborhoods and 
some parents', organizations 
have already announced plans 
to forbid the traditional trick or 
treating. 


"I'm very happy about the 


verdict," said Charles Hudgins, 
the stepfather of Whitney Park- 
er, a young boy who received 
one of the poisoned candies. "I 
feel better about Halloween 
now, 
but I think next year 


(Halloween) 
everybody 
will 


have a block party instead of 
trick or treating." 


According to testimony in the 


month-long trial, O'Bryan, a 


friend named Jim Bates, two 
O'Bryan children and Bates' 
son spent about 45 minutes on a 
rain-drenched trick or treat 
outing in Pasadena, a Houston 
suburb. 


During the outing, Bates said 


O'Bryan came away from a 
house holding Pixy Stix, a pow- 
dered confection packaged in a 
plastic tube. 


Later, the candy was dis- 


tributed to the O'Bryan and 
Bates children and to Whitney 
Parker, who just happened to 
come to the door. 


O'Bryan testified he later let 


his son eat a Pixy Stix. The boy 
vomited, went into convulsions 
and died within an hour. 


The state contended O'Bryan 


killed his son to collect on $30,- 
000 in insurance. 


An insurance agent testified 


O'Bryan took out $20,000 pol- 
icies on his two children four 
weeks before Halloween and 
paid a $108 premium in cash. 
The agent said O'Bryan called 
within hours of his son's death 
to start processing a claim. 


The defendant's wife, Mrs. 


Daynene O'Bryan, testified for 
the state, saying she knew 
nothing of the $20,000 policy 
and had argued against two 
$10,000 policies taken out on the 
children in January. 


She said the family was 


"very poor", deeply in debt, 
about to have their car repos- 
sessed and that O'Bryan had no

insurance a! all on his own life 
at the time he took out the $20,- 
000 policies. 


Several witnesses testified 


that O'Bryan, starting in Sep- 
tember, had shown an unusual 
interest in cyanide. He asked a 
chemist where it could 
be 


bought and how much was 
needed for a fatal dose. Anoth- 
er witness said he tried to buy 
the chemical at a supply house. 


Mrs. 
O'Bryan also testified 


that her husband began talking 
about how the insurance money 
was to be spent even before the 
boy was buried. 


Her testimony triggered the 


only show of emotion from 
O'Bryan throughout the long 
trial. He wept quietly through 
much of her appearance. 


In closing arguments Tues- 


day, 
Harrison said the state 


presented a "flawed" circum- 
stantial evidence case and nev- 
er proved O'Bryan actually put 
cyanide into the candies. He 
said the state concentrated on 
O'Bryan's reputation and in- 
debtedness, evidence which he 
called "garbage." 


Harrison said the state's phi- 


losophy was "if you throw 
enough stuff against the wall, it 
will stick." 


Hinton, in his closing argu- 


ments, admitted, "I don't know 
where he got that cyanide," but 
said state witnesses proved ;'he 
had cyanide on his mind" just 
before Halloween. 


He characterized O'Bryan as 


"a liar" who "lies even when 
there's nothing to be gained by 
it," and, hence, his claim of in- 
nocence cannot be believed. 


"This is the most dispicable 


crime I've ever heard of—to 
kill your own son for money," 
said Hinton, snarling on the 
last word. "And don't forget for 
a minute that he was ready to 
take the rest of the kids too ... 
to cover his own tracks." 


Hinton 
characterized 
the 


thinking of O'Bryan, an active 
church worker as: "Oh, my 
God, the money's coming, but 
it's okay because Tim's with 
Jesus." 


O'Bryan's act will have last- 


ing consequences, he said. 


"Can you imagine the terror 


and suspicion in that neighbor- 
hood?" Hinton asked. "Can you 
imagine what this had done to 
Halloween night. How many 
more years will it be before we 
have another normal Hallow- 
een. 


"Please be strong," Hinton 


asked the jury. "He should be 
damned for what he did." 


O'Bryan stood impassively as 


the jury brought in the guilty 
verdict. 


He faced the jurors and duck- 


ed his head only once as jury 
foreman Doyle Roddy, looking 
directly at O'Bryan, read the 
verdict. 


The jurors were polled and 


one by one answer "yes, sir," 
when asked if this was their 
verdict. The packed courtroom 
was stilled.
